Receives William Freeman Snow Award 


Herbert H. Lehman 


The Honorable Herbert H. Lehman 
was presented with “The William 
Freeman Snow Award for Distin- 
guished Service to Humanity” at a 
luncheon given in his honor by the 
American Social Hygiene Association 
on November 10 at the Hotel Roose- 
velt in New York City. 

Presentation of the Snow Medal was 
made by Philip R. Mather, ASHA 
president. 

His Excellency, Carlos P. Romulo, 


Ambassador Extraordinary and Pleni- 
potentiary of the Philippines to the 
United States of America, gave the 
principal address. 

Citing former Governor Lehman as 
a “symbol of respect for the human 
personality, for the worth and dignity 
of each individual, of whatever race 
or color, and of whatever status or 
condition,” Ambassador Romulo said 
that it is a figure like Herbert Lehman 
which should remind us of the ulti- 


mate values for which our struggle 
against Communist forces is being 
waged. 

He applauded the work of the Amer- 
ican Social Hygiene Association, stat- 
ing that it was particularly appropri- 
ate that “this tribute should be made 
to this great man by your organiza- 
tion, dedicated as it is to humanitarian 
values, and particularly to the protec- 
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tion and advancement of the family 
as a unit.” 

Ambassador Romulo also maintained 
that the health and unity of the family 
is the bedrock of the health and unity 
of society itself; and that the sound- 
ness of the family order is the basis 
of the strength of the social order. 

In accepting the award, the Honcr- 
able Herbert H. Lehman discussed the 
changes and progress in the field of 
social work since his original interest 
“into the vicious cycle of slums, dis- 
ease, poverty, crime and insecurity.” 
He continued that despite change 
many of the same problems and ques- 
tions remain, though in a different 
framework. 

He continued that he felt that the 
election had shown that the American 
people wanted Government leadership 
and action in solving problems at 
home and abroad, and called for 


United States leadership in an inter- 
national program of health coopera- 
tion which should not be merely new

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propaganda weapons in the cold war, 
but should be considered as a “new 
departure in policy, part of an entirely 
different approach to the problem of 
peace and understanding in the 
world.” 

Mr. Lehman deplored that for far 
too long the national symbol of the 
United States has been the atom bomb 
rather than the Statue of Liberty, and 
stated that he was “convinced that we 
need to show quite another face to 
the world. He said that we should 
try to create an international image, 
not of a man with a stick, but of a 
good, just neighbor . . ., generous but 
not indulgent; armed with conviction 
but unburdened by prejudice; confi- 
dent in our own principles but blinded 
neither by hate nor by fear.” 

As a path to peace, former Governor 
Lehman suggested an international co- 
operative attack on the problem of 
disease and disability which would 
eliminate waste and duplication in 
the training of skilled workers, in

Mrs. Force was also the primary 
resource to a workshop for social 
workers, clergy, health educators and 
others, The workshops were spon- 
sored by the Governmeni of the Vir- 
gin Islands of the United States; the 
Department of Education, and the 
Women’s League of the Virgin Islands. 


Plans also call for discussion of pro- 
gram for 1959 and of methods of 
integrating national and local efforts 
to advance social hygiene goals. 

There will be a special session de- 
voted to bringing together some of 
the most vital points raised in the 
meeting of national agency executives 
in the field of family life which was 
held under the aegis of ASHA in New 
York on October 21 in order to enable 
local social hygiene associations to 
assess their own family life programs 
in light of the findings of this meeting.

Charles Messner was a member of 
the panel of the Home and Family Life 
Section of the Annual Adult Educa- 
tion Association Meeting in Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, November 9 and 10, 1958.

the exchange of information and in 
the actual conduct of research. 

He reminded his audience that 
there was international machinery al- 
ready in existence for such a program 
in the World Health Organization, but 
that it operates on a “miniscule budget 
of $13,500,000 annually,” which is 
about half the budget of the New York 
City Health Department. 

Mr. Lehman heartily endorsed the 
program proposed by Senator Lister 
Hill of Alabama which would author- 
ize an annual appropriation of $50,- 
000,000 for “a world crusade against 
disease and disability.” 

He said that undertakings of this 
sort hold the only promise I can see 
for the world to emerge from the pres- 
ent age of confusion and brink of ca- 
tastrophe, and that he would like to 
see the day “when the largest single 
item in our national research budget 
would be for the study of the ways 
and means of saving rather than de- 
stroying life.”

Forces Disciplinary Control Board.

The basic purpose of this board is 
to supervise, review and assist the 
actions of six local AFDCB’s; study 
problems of a disciplinary nature, and

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Citizens Urged To Better 
Understanding Of Crime 


A new hardened approach toward 
the handling of criminals was urged 
at the annual meeting of the Social 
Hygiene Association of Dayton and 
Montgomery County held in October. 

The recommendations came from 
Dr. D. W. Maurer, professor at the 
University of Louisville. Dr. Maurer 
spoke on “The Place of Social Hygiene 
and Crime in Our Culture.” 

He urged revision of our present 
formal and legalistic thinking, and 
pointed out in some instances there is 
privileged treatment of the juvenile 
offender. 

Dr. Maurer advocated “treating all 
teenagers more like adults, making a 
place for them in our culture, and 
making it possible for them to work.” 

He said that present treatment is 
forcing teenagers into subcultures 
such as that of the crime world. 

At the same meeting, Mrs. Russell 
Arnold, executive director of the, Asso- 
ciation, was presented with an award 
from H. H. Williams, M.D., president, 
which read, “In grateful recognition 
of the valuable service rendered in

Midwest Project 


A report issued by the ASHA-spon- 
sored Midwest Project in Education 
for Personal and Family Living indi- 
cates that the project personnel have 
been effective in making an impact 
on individuals and groups within the 
four-state area. 

According to the report, which was 
issued during the summer, the project 
has reached 4,655 teachers, 692 admin- 
istrators; 283 colleges and university 
professors; 13,310 lay leaders; 7,452 
college and university students; 422 
clergymen; 355 other professional 
leaders; and 75 nurses. 

In addition, the report estimates that 
news about the project’s family life 
education activities has reached ap- 
proximately 145,000 television view- 
ers and a radio audience of 120,000. 

The report covers a period from 
September to May during the 1957-58 
school year.
